Court Places Much Weight 
on Corroboration of 
Orchard’s Story.

BOISE, Idaho, July 27.—The 


the cage of William D. Haywood, sec- 
retary-treasurer of the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners, charged with the mur- 
der of former Gov. Frang Steuwenbe rg, 
retired to consider its verdict at 11:04 a. 
m., today, and Judge Wood immediately 
ordered recess until 2 p. m. The read- 
ing of the judge’s charge and instruc- 
tions required just an hour and at the 
end of that time the 12 jurymen filed 
from the room in custody of Sheriff 
Hodgins and six bailiffs. 

Haywood listened with characteristic 
Stoicism to Judge Wood's lengthy 
charge, and when the jury retired he 
went back to his cell with a confident 
smile on his lips. As he was about to 
leave, his grev-haired mother rushed up 
and kissed him. 

No one ventured a» 
jury retired as to the 
that would be required 
a verdict. 

Jvdge Fremont Wood gave to the jury 
the choice of five verdicts, as follows 

Murder in the first degree: murder 
the second degree; voluntary 
Slaughter; involuntary 
and not guilty. 

The charge contained sixty-six  in- 
structions. Judge Wood dwelt at length 
upon the laws of conspiracy and the val- 
ue of the evidence given by the accom- 
plice. 

“The law views such 
distrust,’’ he declared, 
be received by the jury with caution 
and scrutinized with great care. And 
if from the evidence it appears that any 
favors have been extended by the au- 
thorities to Orchard and there is any 
promise reiating to further favors on 
account of his testimony, they are 
proper matters for the jury to take 
into consideration.”’ 

Judge Wood's charge was lengthy, 
containing more than 12,000 words and 
covering the case from almost every 
Viewpoint. It was regarded by both sides 
as eminently fair. If anything it was 
the consensus of opinion that the Court 
leaned to the defense. 

In regard to the corroboration of Or- 
chard, Judge Wood said the jury should 
test the value of such evidence by elim- 
inating his testimeny with a view to 
ascertaining if there is independent tes- 
limeony tend!rg to connect the defendant 
wita the offease. 

“This corroborating evidence,” the 
Court continued, “need not be suffi- 
clent of itself to establish the guilt of 
the defendant, but it must tend in some 
degree to implicate and connect the 
defendant with the commiss.on of the 
crime charged." 

. Haywood's Family resent. 

Further along in this charge Judge 
Wood said: 

“Tf it is possible for you to reconcile 
the facts in this case upon any reason- 
able theory consistent with the inno- 
cence of the defendant, William 0D. Hay- 
wood, it is your duty to do so and find 
the defendant not guilty.’

One merchant, Armen P. Aleon of 907 
Broadway, New York, was asked in 
writing to donate $10,000 to the Hunch- 
akist Society to “aid our needy patri- 
ots.’’ ‘‘Remember old times and act ac- 
cording; your father ts dead,”’ was the 
terrible conclusion of the letter. The 


allusion to Mr. Aleon’s father was sin- 
ister. He was kidnaped in Persia, and 
when he refused to be blackmailed was 
tortured so fearfully that reached New 
york a physical wrcex and soon died. 
His son sits at his desk with a loaded 
revolver continually before him. 


Priest Is Implicated, 

Father Levont Muirtouguessian, who 
wis secretuly of the Hunchakist as late 
as June, 1$06, and who was accused in 
a meeting of the Hunchakist in Boston 
in February of misappropriating $65,°00 
of the society’s funds entrusted to him, 
was seen, according to witnesses’ state- 
ments to District Attorney Jerome, 
walking in Central Park with Tavshan- 
jian’s assassin the week berore the mur- 
der. 

To a New York World reporter the 
priest admitted that murder was justi- 
fied by the Hunchakist executive com- 
mittee when perpetrated under the 
stress of some great necessity of the 
cause. “If one of our agents killed 
because he liked to, without the justi- 
fication of some large need, would 
be held guilty by the committee,’ was 
the priest’s atrocious statement. 

Police Commissioner Bingham says 
that his men are at a disadvantage in 
investigating the Armenian blackraail 
cases because of their inability to un- 
derstand Armenian. Inspector MecCaf- 
ferty of the Detective Bureau said his 
agents were doing nothing in the cases, 
and that he was contented with the ar- 
rest of Tavshanjian’s assassin. This 
man, whose name is Bedros Hampart- 
zoomian, has confessed that he belongs 
to the Hunchakist Society, but denies 
murdering Tavshanjian.

“T have evidence that the Hunchakist 
Society has established headquar- 
ters in New York, Cincinnati and Gran- 
ite City,” he says. “So far as I can 
learn the Granite City branch has ram- 
ifications all over Illinois and through- 
out the Middle West. I am informed 
that the recent attempt to assassinate 
a Greek at Maysville, Ky., was or- 
dered by the Granite City organiza- 


tion.”

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A CHARACTERISTIC RULING. 

The reason given by Commissioner Oglesby 

the State Railroad and Warehouse Commission 
for taking the speed limit off the Missouri Pa- 
cific is astonishing. Mr. Oglesby says that the 
road has either made the necessary repairs or has 
the material on the ground for making them. 
' It would be gratifying to know that the Mis- 
sour! Pacific has put its tracks ia good condition 
‘throughout. The news that the tracks of this 
line are safe and sound and that on this account 
“no limit is placed on its speed would be wel- 
come. The Missouri Pacific is a great, useful rail- 
road, the service of which to the public should 
‘not be impaired. 

But we may be pardoned for failing to under- 
stand what relation material for repairs on the 
ground has to do with the safety of the tracks. 
So long as it is on the ground and not on the 
roadbed, well-ballasted and spiked, it does not af- 
fect the condition of the tracks. The new mate- 
rial on the ground will not prevent the bad mate- 
rial on the roadbed from giving way and ditching 
a train. It will not save the lives of passengers 
‘thrown into a ditch by a broken tie or a spread- 
ing rail. 

The ruling is characteristic of the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commission. But if an accident should 
happen on account of a bad piece of track while 
the good material is on the ground, the respon- 
sibility will be fixed on the Commission. 
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Breeding millionaires at the expense of the 
general public is a charge now brought against 
the high tariff. The general public, however, 
has only what it voted for. 
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FRIEND VILLAREAL. 

We are extremely anxious that Senor Antonio 
Villareal should like the climate and other ex- 
ternals of the Republic of San Salvador. We 
wish him a sedentary and prosperous life there, 
and no visits to the United States. 

Terribly oas this man Villareal tried the soul 
of this liberty-loving nation. He came up here 
from Mexico and published a revolutionary paper 

with bold cartoons in it. He caused the long 
arm of the Diaz Government to be thrust thus 
far across the Rio Grande and land him in the 
St. Louis Jail. He occasioned. our State De- 
partment sleepless nights trying to keep him out 
of the hands of the Mexican Government with- 
out making this too obvious. Not always dis- 
creet in his sanctuary, Villareal persisted in get- 
ting caught and sorely embarrassed it. He was a 
great elephant on our hands. We did not want 
to see him shot by any connivance of ours for 
offenses not punishable by death according to 
our more advanced civiuization, and we had cer- 
tain covenants of our treaty with Mexico to 
keep. What to do with Villareal aged us a na- 
‘tion and whitened our hair. Even the President 
was involved. There were times when Villareal 
seemed a goner, and other times when the doc- 
tors had about given up our entente cordiale 
with the government of Diaz. 

It was most thoughtful and considerate of the 
Senor to go to San Salvador. If there is any- 
thing we can do to enhance the charms of that 
country or render permanent his obliging pro- 
pinquity to it, we are his to command.

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THE NORTH CAROLINA ISSUE. 

The controversy between Gov. Glenn of North 
Carolina and Judge Pritchard of the Federal 
Court has reached a critical stage. It is possible 
if no compromise is reached that there may be a 
clash between the State and Federal authorities. 
But we do not anticipate war between the United 
States and the State of North Carolina. For the 
time being the State will yield if the United 
States authorities press the point. 

But the fact that the issue has been made acute 
is gratifying. The result of the clash will be a 
thorough threshing out of the question of the 
right of Federal judges to interfere in the enforce- 
ment of State law before the State courts have 
passed upon the question at issue and before any 
actual harm has been done the petitioning cor- 
poration. This case will probably force the issue 
to a satisfactory conclusion and we shall have 
the loose ends of this irritating subject gathered 
up and a Supreme Court ruling or congressional 
enactment which will clearly define the jurisdic- 
tion of the lower courts and the powers which 
they may exercise in questions affecting State 
legislation. 7 

The action of Federal courts in interfering 
with the enforcement of State laws bearing upon 
interstate corporations has long been a confused, 
ill-defined issue in the public mind. It has been 
the subject of frequent criticism in the press and 
or the platform. It is well to have it defined 
and settled. The States will then know what they 
can do in regulating corporations doing an inter- 
state business. 
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There might be a game law that could be un- 
derstood and that would at the same time pro- 
tect the game.

It is time for St. Louis to do more of the 
world’s easiest and best work, which is also the 
best-paying work. When a hundred St. Louis 
firms are distributing goods of high St. Louis 
finish at the rate of $100,000,000 a month, we 
will know what it means to begin meeting the 
demands of the twentieth century.

N a general way, it may be said 
that ‘the merit of the laws of Moses
